it is a harbour wherein 1000. faile of Ships may ſafely ride,

Baygo ſearch for an habitation: there was the greateſt (tore ' 
of fowle that euer we ſaw. 
Andeuery day we ſaw Whales playing bard by vs, of 
which in that place,if we had in{traments & meanes to take 
them, wemight haue made a very rich returne, which ro Þ 
our great griefe wewanted, Our miſter and his mate, and 
others experienced in fiſhing, profeiſed, we might haue i 
madethree or foure thouſand pounds worth of Oyle; they ## 
preferred it beforeGreenland Whale-fiſhing,& purpoſe the i 
nexe winter to fiſh for Whale here ; for Cod we aNſayed, but 
found none, there is good ſtore no doubr in their ſeaſon. 
Neither got we any fiih all the time we lay there, but ſome 
few little ones on the ſhore, Ve found great Muſvles, and 
very facand full of Sea pearle, but we could not eat them, 
for they made vs all ſickethar dideat, as well ſaylers as piſ-: 
ſengers; they cauſed to caſt and ſcoure, batthey were ſoone 
well againe, The bay is ſo ro»nd &circling, that before we

, "did makethings as ficting as ttcy could, and time would5in” 
ſecking out wood, and heluing cf Tooles, arid ſawingrof. 

' Tymber to build a new Stallop, but the diſcommodiauſnes / 
of the harbour did much hinder vs for we could neither goe 
to, Nor come from the ſhore, but at high water, which was

asthe Shallop could not keepe the water, but was forced to 
harbour there thar [wr ghr,but we marched {ixe or ſcaven miles 
further, and the Shallop to come to.vs a8 foone, 
asrhey could. & blowed and did ſnow allthat day & night, 
and froſc withall; ſome ofour people that are deggltookethe +

ſome othergfound another heapeof Corne,which they dig- 
ged vp ap, ſo as wehad in all aboutten Buſhels, whichwill 
tcrve vs ſufficiently for ſeed; Ang {ure ir was Gods good 
providengethatwetound this Corne, for cls wee kiow not 
how we ſhould hauc done, for we knew not how we ſhould: 
find, or meere with any of the Indians, except it be todocvs 
a miſchicfc. Alſo wehad neuer in alHikelihood ſeencagraine 
of if, if we had not madgour firſt loitney ; forthe ground: 
was'novw covered with ſnow, .and {o hard froſen, that. we 
were faine with our Curtlaxes-and ſhort Swords; to hew. 
and carue the ground afoot deepe, andchen wieſtirvpwith 
leavers, for we had forgortto bringorker Tooles ; whillt we 
werein this imployment, foule weather being towards, Ma- 
ter ones was carneltto:goc abourd, but fundry of vsdefited 
co make further diſcovery, and to findout the [:4javs habi- 
tarions, {> weſent home witch him our weakeſt ceople, and 
ſome that were ſicke, andall the Lorne, and »$.of vs layed | 
fill, and lodged there that night, and delrred that tie Shak = 
lop might returneto vs next day, and bring vs ſome.

fome things, and dwrft not ftay butcame againe andtold vs z 
ſo ſome ſeaven ot eight of vs went with them, andfound 
how we had gone within s flight ſhot of them before, The 
houſes were made with long yong Sapling trees, bended 
and both ends ſtucke into the ground ; they were made 
round, like vnto an Arbour, and covered downe to the 
ground with thicke and well wrought marts, and the doore 
was notover a yard high, made ofa matt toopen ; thechim- 
ney was a wide open holein the top, for which they had a 
matt to cover it cloſe when they pleaſed ; one might ſtand 
and goe vpright in them, in the mid(t of them were foure 
lictle crunches knockt into the ground, and ſmall Aickes laid 
over, on Which they hung their Pots, and what they had to 

{eeth 3 round about the firethey lay on matrs, which aretheir 
beds. The houſes were double matted, for as they were mat- 
ted without,ſo were they within, with newer & fairer watts. 
In the houſes we found wooden Boules, T rayes & Diſhes, 
Earthen Pots, Hand baskets made of Crab ſhells, wrought 
together ; allo an Engliſh Paileor Bucket, it wanted a bayle, 
but it had two Iron eares: there wasalſo Baskers of ſundry 
ſorts, bigger and ſomeleffer, fincrand ſome courſer : forne 
were curioutly wrought with blacke and white in pretic 
workes, and fundry other of their houfhold ſtuffe:we found 
alſo twoor three Decres heads,one whereof had bin newli 

killed, for it was (till freſh ; there-was alſo a company-of 
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clawcs, and ſundry Juth like thi * ways allo-4wo :0: 
three Baskers full of parched Ace ,pecces of filh, anda 
peeceot a broyled Hesing.We foundalio alictle fiike graile, 
and alittle Tobacco ſeed, Fatal ag ooh which i wee 
knew not ; without was ſundry bundles of Flags and Sedge, 
B.lt ruſhes, andother (tuffc romake mares 3there was SE 
into an hollow trec, two or three peeces of Veniſon, but we 
thought ic firrerbor the Dogs then for vs: ſome of the beſt. 
things we tooke away with vs, and left the houſes ſtanding 
fill as chey were, {our growing tawards night, andthe tyde 
almo(t ſpent, we haſted with our things downe tothe Shal- 
lop, and got abourd that night, intending to have broughe 
ſome Beades, and other things to haue left inthe houſes, in. 
ſigne of Peace, and thar we meant to truk with them, bur it- 
was not done, by.meanes of our haſtie comming away from 
Cape Cod,bur ſo ſoone as we can mecte conveniently with 
them, we will giuethem full facisfation.

Having thus diſcovered this place, it was controverſall a- 
mong(t vs', what zo doe touching our aboad and. ſetling 
there ;ſome thonghr it beſt for many reaſonseo abidethere, 
As firlt, thatthere was. a convenient harbour for Boatcs,.

Secondly, Good Corne greund readic to our hands, as 
we ſaw by cxpericnceinthe goodly corne it yeelded,which 
would againe agree with the ground,and be naturall ſeed for 
the ſame.

But chelatandeſpeeiall reaſon was, that now the heart of 
Wintcrand vnſcaionable weather was come vpon vs, {o 
that we could norgor vpon coaſting and diicovery, with- 
out danger of looling men and Boat, vpan which would

Tiable windes and ſodaine ſtormes doe there ariſe, Alio cold 
and wett lodginghad-ſo taymted our people, for ſcarce any 
of vs were free from vehement coughs,as if they ſhould con» 
rinuelong in that eſtace, it would 1ndanger the liues of. ma- 
ny, andbrecd diſcaſes and infection amonglt vs. Againe, 
we had yet ſore Beere, Burter, Fleſh, andother ſuch vitu- | 
als lefr, which would quickly be all gone,znd then we ſhould 
haue nothing to comfort vs in-the-greatlabour and toylewe 
werelike to vnder-goe at the firſt ; It was alfo cor.ccived, 
whilit we had competentviRuals, that the Ship would ſtay 
with vs, but when that grew low,they would be gone, and 
ler vs ſhift as we could.
